DON M. DICKINSON DESERTS 
WILSON TO AID ROOSEVELT. 


Cleveland Cabinet Member Says Reac- 
tionary Teachings of Old Parties 
Caused Shot at Colonel. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—Don M. 
Dickinson, postmaster general under Cleve- 
land. once chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, and unt!l recently’ a sup- 
porter of Woodrow Wilson, has sent a tele- 
gram to TheodoPe Roosevelt assuring him of 
his support for the remainder of the cam- 
paign. 

He gave as his reason for deserting Wi'son 
that he thought the reactionary policies of 
both Democrats and Republicans were re- 
sponsible for the attack on Roosevelt in 
Milwaukee. 

“I was a Wilson man before and at the pri- 
maries,”’ he said. ‘‘I was a Wilson man 
right threugh the“Democratic convention. 
When I became convinced that the Progres- 
sive platform was far ahead of that of 
either of the old parties I had no further hes- 
itancy in embhracing: Rooseveit's cause.

TO PREVENT TOTALBLINDNESS 
Wireless Inventor Stands the Operation 


Well—Wife with Him as Injured 
Optic Is Taken Out.

' SPEZIA, Oct. 17.—Guglielmo Marconi's 
right eye, which was injured in an automobile 
accident on Sept. 25 last, was removed this 
afternoon. A consultation of physicians re- 
sulted in the decision that the removal of the 
eye was necessary, as the famous wireless 
inventor was threatened with total blindness. 

Prof; Fuchs, the celebrated oculist of the 
University of Vienna, performed the opera- 
tion. He was assisted by Prof. Bayardi of 
Turin university. Sig. Marconi stood the 
painful operation ‘without flinching. His 
wife, his sister-in-law, and a friend, the Mar- 
quis Solari, were present during the opera- 
tion. 

Sig. Marconi fs not depressed. He has re- 
ceived many.telegrams of sympathy.

SENT TO OWNERS OF HOUSES. 


Milan Police Believe High Rents 
Caused Criminals or Lunatics to 
Try to Kill Off the Landlords,

- MILAN, Oct. 17.~Criminals or lunatics 
who up to the present have not been traced 
have been sending to house owners in the 
jast few days sample lozenges in capsules 
which were nominally advertisements for a 
cure for indigestion. Many serious cases of 
poisonings have resulted from the use of the 
lozenges. The police have collected 2,000 of 
the capsules. The public analyst found that 
they contained cyanide of potassium. It is

ATHENS, Oct. 18, 2:30 a. m.—Greece, not 
wishing to detach itself from its allies, sent 
instructions early this morning to the min- 
ister at Constantinople to communicate a 
declaration of war to the porte. Greece at 
the’same timesenta ere greeting tothe 
allied states. 

Servfa was the st of the three states to 
declare war ‘last night. Bulgaria followed 
with a similar declaration. 


Servia Declares War. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 17,~-War against Turkey 
was formally declared tonight by the Servian 
government. The declaration was transmit- 
ted to the Servian minister at Constantinople 
this afternoon, with instructions to présent 
it to the porte tomorrow. The minister will 
then leave immediately for Belgrade. 

The great powersalso will receive notifica- 
tion tomorrow of Servia's declaration. 

Two hundred Arnaut tribesmen were killed 
this morning in a battle with Servian troops 
on‘the frontier near Priepolie in thenorthern 
part of the Sanjak of Movipazar. The tribes- 
men attacked, but were repulsed by the 
Servians. 


King on Way to Front. 

SOFIA, Oct. 17.—King Ferdinand is on his 
way to the headquarters of the Bulgarian 
army near the Turkish frontier. The king’s 
manifesto to the people, proclaiming war, will 
be published tomorrow. 

Premier Guechoff issued a statement today 
on the attitude of Turkey, saying: ¥ 

“With pride which ill accords with the 
miserable réle it plays in the Europeayk con- 
cert, Turkey hae just declared that the iden- 
tical note of the three Baikan states does nog 
meritan answer.” 

The premier characterizes this as comical in 
view of Lord Salisbury’s definition of Turkey 
at the Berlin conference as ‘‘a power de- 
pendent upon the protection of others for its 
existénce,’’ and adds: 

‘Turkey also accuses the Balkan states of 
lacking deference to the great powers. It is 
ridiculous that a government which, since 
the Crimean war, has done n@hing but 
trample under foot its pledges to the great 
powers upon whose protection it depends 
should accuse us of failure to ow respect for 
its protectors.” 


Turkey Formally Declares War. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 17.—The formal 
declaration of war against Servia and Bul- 
garia was published by the Turkish govérn- 
ment tocay. 

Hostilitics were opened at half past 2 this 
morning by the Turkish troops at various 
poin# on the Bulgarian and Servian frontiers. 

A note addressed by the Turkish govern- 
ment this morning to the Bulgarian and Serv- 
ian legations said it was impossible to main- 
tain peace any longer. The diplomats were 
invited to withdraw their passports and leave 
Constantinople at the earliest moment. 


Would Protect Noncombatants. 

A proclamation issued by the minister of 
war in the name of the sultan invites the sol- 
diers to respect the lives of noncombatants 
and women and children ang their property, 
and to show themselves worthy the tradi- 
tions of the Ottoman army. It adds that the 
Turkish troops must not forget that a large 
proportion of the men opposing them do not 
wish to fight and do not sympathize with the 
objeets of the wer, but are acting under 
orders. 

According to official advices, the advance 
of the Turkeh forces is not being seriously, 
resisted. The Bulgarian advance guards 
have retired upon the main body. The Bul- 
garians have destroyed two important rali- 
way bridges south of Philippopolis.

The election 
board has sent out 15,000 suspect notices, 
calling upon those whose names are under a 
cloud to appear today and explain the. pro- 
tests made against them. 

Most of the protests came from the Repub- 
licans against voters in the river and lodging 
house wards. These, however, were less in 
number than usual, owing to the precautions 
taken by the election beard. The prediction 
was mace by. William H. Stuart, chief clerk 

- of the board, that the revision would be cut 
less names than ever before. 

In a summary of the figures Mr. Stuart 
pointed out that the new total shows the 
largest increase within presidential years 
that Chicago has ever seen, with the excep- 
tion of the registration of 1896, when the in- 
crease was 110,000 over four years previous. —

VICTORY FOR THE DEFENSE, 


Testimony to Show Accused Made For- 
tune in Graft Barred. 


New York, Oct. 47.—The state rested its 
case today in the trial of Police Lieut. Chartes 
Becker on the charge of instigating the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal, the gambler. 

The case for the defense will begin tomor- 
row, When John W. Hart of Becker's coun- 
sel will make his opening address to the jury. 
If Becker has his way, Hart said, he will go 
on the stand in his own behalf. 

Whether his counsel will attempt to dis- 
suade him from this desire had not been de- 
termined tonight, John F.. McIntyre, his 
chief attorney, said: . t 

“ Becker is anxious toiake the stand. We 
may allow him to, but this has not been de- 
termined yet.”’ 

The defense has indicated ‘that it will en- 
deavor to prove that a clique of gamblers in- 
spired the murder of Rogenthal and that 
Becker is the victim of a conspiracy. 


W. T. Jerome to Testify. 

Former District Attorney William Travers 
Jerome will be one of a dozen or mare wit- 
nesses the defense plans tocall. Mr. Jerome 
is expected by Becker’s counsel to break 
down a portion of the testimony of Jack 
Rose in connection with an alleged telephone 
conversation wu _.h Becker, introduced by the 
State to show that Becker had guilty know!l- 
edge of the crime. 

Samuel Paul, whose gambling place was 
frequently raided by Becker, and other mem- 
bers of the gambling fraternity are included 
among Becker's witnesses. 

The accused police lieutenant today ex- 


pressed himself as confident of acquittal. 


He was in a happy mood, for his counsel 
had just won a victory over the prosecution. 
This was when Justice Goff granted a mo- 
tion by Mr. McIntyre that there be excluded 
all testimony tending to show that Becker 
had amassed a fortune in graft obtained 
from gamblers. 


Tellers’ Testimony Barred. 

District Attorney Whitman had thirteen 
bank tellers ready to swear that Becker had 
bank accounts totaling nearly $50,000, but 
not one was allowed totestify. Justice Goff 
upkeld Mr. McIntyre’s argument that with- 
out proof that Rosenthal, the “ squealer,’’ 
knew that .Becker’s bank account represent- 
ed the proceeds of graft, the evidence could 
not show that they constituted a motive for 
the killing of Rosenthal. 

Mrs. Lillian Rosenberg, wife of ‘‘ Lefty ”’ 
Louie, told of the visit Sam Schepps and 
Jack Rose made to her home to ask the aid of 
her husband in getting Jack Zelig, the gang 
leader, out of jail. This testimony, cor- 
roborative of the stories of Schepps and 
Rose, was intended to strengthen one of the 
important links in the state’s chain of evi- 
dence.

Law Fixes Minimum Wages. 

Australia aitempis by law tc set a 
Minimum wage. In New South Wales the 
faw is only three years old, but it alreacy 
has revolutionized certain classes of labor, 
and hence ha profoundly affected a great 
many laborers, especially shop assistants. 
The law says: ake 

“ No workman or shop assistant. shall be 
employed unléss in the receipt of a weekly 
wage of least four shillings ($1), irrespective 
of any amount earfied as overtime. Any em- 
ployer contravening this minimum wage pro- 
vision is Hable to a penalty not exceeding £2.” 

A dollar a week does not seem a big wage, 
especially: im Australia, where wages in gen- 
eral are as high as in the United States. Our 
natural inference would be that such a pro- 
vision could hardly have benefited anybody, 
Let us see. 


Wages Paid Young Women. 

Accoruing io the report cf a Lactory in- 
Spector, there were in 1908 no less than 514 
girls between 13 and 21 years of age who 
were in receipt of less than 4 shillings a 
week. In the Newcastle district there were 
nearly 300 girls in cresmakirg and millinery 
rooms receiving less than 4 shillings, the 
majority being paid no wages at all for their 
services. Before the act, in nearly every 
dressmaking anc millinery workroom a cer- 
tain number of girls, 14and 15 years of age, 
worked without wages. Girls of 16,17, and 
even up to 21 have been known to work for 
@ cents a week. ' 

Opponents of the minimum wage contended 
i. would throw a considerable number of 
girls out of employment. Yet after the act 
had been in operation for two years an in- 
gpector reports that she had heard of no 
case in the metropolitan district where girls 
have been out of work in consequence of the 
ect.

Art League Joins Fight 


to Limit Store Locations. 


NOTHER force joined the campaign 

against business encroachment on resi- 

dence property when the Municipal Art 

league yesterday decided to take an ac- 

tive part in the movement. The league's 
October meeting at the Art institute in the aft- 
ernoon was devoted to an expert discussion of 
protection of the home from the trespass of 
commerce. 

A new plan of regulating the location of busi- 
ness and residence improvements was offered 
by Building Commissioner Henry Ericsson. He 
aleo .said he should have the authority fo en- 
force building line agreements. 

Ald. Beilfuss, chairman of the commission 
for the protection of residence districts, an- 
nounced the report of this body will include a 
plea for. home rule. He said the city should 
be empowered to make greater building restric- 
tions. _Elmer.C. Jensen, architect, deplored the 
growing building congestion in Chicago. 


. “I do not believe we should try to curtail 


business, but I do believe certain streets shoul) 
be, Set aside for business purposes,” asserted 
Mr: Ericsson. “I would suggest that streets 
in which there are car lines be set aside for 
stores, the zone to extend back a half block 
from. each side of the street. This assures 
the residence owner that a store will not he 
built next to his property and depreciate it. It 
will be for residences 
With that guarantee I think he will bui!4 
Such a plan also would assure

‘the stores of a substantial trade. 


“Property abutting railroad rights of «way 
is highly adaptable for warehouses and fac- 
tories and they ought to be .confined to such 
locations. 

‘We must not be too severe in our restric- 
tions, because cities over the nation are offer- 
ing inducements to new industries. But we 


must do something to protect our homes and 


I do not believe that the suggestions I have 
made, if carried out, would be unjust to any 
one. I ‘belfeve obtaining the legislation neces- 


sary to empower the city to make such regula-— 


tions will be uphill work.: 

“There is no one in Chicago today with the 
authority to enforce the building line clausses 
in deeds. I believe there should be a law giv- 
ing the bullding commissioner this power.”

“Mr. Ericsson has not put it as strong as 
he might,” said Ald, Beilfuss. “ Conditions in 
Chicago are absolutely deplorable,. The people 
are without any protection.. They build -nice 
homes and in a couple of years stores are built 
in the neighborhood and the property is ruined. 
I had a complaint today that some one intended 
to go into a fashionable residence district and 
build three one story stores. We can do noth- 
ing to prevent it. It has been suggested to me 
we might get legislation which would make the 
consent of property owners necessary before 
this class of improvements can be made. 

“The commission. of which I am chairman, 
will ask more freedom in home rule. I hope 
the citizens of Chicago will unite with us in 
demanding of the. legislature. that the city be 
given more freedom in its own government.” 

The league voted to support Ald. Beilfuss in 
this effort. 

Webster Tomlinson, chairman of the league 
committee on building regulations, read a de- 
cision of the Supreme court of California up- 
holding the right of the city of Los Angeles to 
confine factories to certain localities.

Vegetarians Urge Creed 
to Cut Cost of Living. 


€4 AT frufts and vegetables and cut 

down the high cost of living,” was 

urged at a meeting of the Chicago 

Vegetarian society in the Grand Pa- 

cifle hotel last night. The society 

also advocated public ownership of docks, that 

would afford ample facilities for the receipt of 

shipments of fruits and vegetables without ex- 

orbitant charges to the shippers from great 
lakes ports. 

“The sentiment of the society,” said Secre- 
tary George Gitrling, “is that a vegetable diet 
will bring down the present high cost of living, 
and that if the laboring man or: middle classes 
will stop paying 24 cents a pound for beefsteak 
and spend one-half that amount for vegetables 
and fruits their living expenses will be cut 
down. 

“ Hundreds of bushels of fine fruits are rot- 
ting on farms ef Michigan because the freight 
rates are too high and commissions on South 
Water street too large to permit shipments to 
Chicago. With docks owned by the city, ship- 
ments could be made with less cost, and with 
ample facilities here for their receipt.”

We have 
seen the Cubs on many occasions with their 
spikes driven deeply into their last ditch, 
and it is in that situation that their veteran 
spikes are jeast likely-to slip. To beat them 
today the White Sox must play the game of 
their lives in spite of their apparent advan- 
tage on the slab. Luck is most likely to de- 
termine the issue, and the line that breaks 
first will break for good. 

Whichever way she goes, Chicago will have 
to be proud of two teams that have given 
them a new world’s record. It is the first 
time two rivals ever fought through nine 
games before one side won four of them. In 
1900 Pittsburgh and Detroit played seven 
games before the world’s pennant was won 
and lost. Day before yesterday Boston and 
New York broke that record with a world’s 
combat that went eight games before it was 
decided.

FOUR DOWNS PERMIT IT. 


Coaches Are Unwilling to Risk 


‘| Loss of the Ball Through 


Forward Pass. 


BY WALTER H. 
Although the football seagon has not yet 


reached tho advanced stage of ite develop- 
ment, observation of the games alréady 
played shows that the attack of teams in the 
more important contests is going to be di- 


‘rected on or off the tackles with a variation 


of split interference plays through the line. 

It is plain that the coaches do not want to 
take chances with forward passes or other 
trick plays which may result in the loss of 
the ball. With four downs allowed to make 
the required distance, ten yards, the offense 
only must average two and one-half yards 
on each assault. As the defense is weakened 
pecause of the necessity of the secondary de- 
tensive players laying back from ten to twen- 
ty yards to be on the alert for forward passes 
or other formations of the foxy origin, it is 
net a hard problem for a team with « varied 
offense to make ground consistently againat 
an eleven which is not properly coached in 
defensive play. . 


Offense and Defense Equalized, | 
This is particularly: true when the of- 
tensive team approeches its opponent's goal 
lime. As a forward pass now can be com- 
pleted within a zone ten yards back of the 
goal line, it is necessary for the defensive 
eleven to station at Jeast two men five yards 


back of the scrimmage line to intercept for- | 


ward passes. Contrary to last year’s rules, 
when the members of. the defending team 
could play upon the Hne and help check any 


* attacks, the offense and defense now is more | 


equalized. . 

As the members of the offensive eleven can- 
not be pushed or pulled in any manner, and 
as the entire number of the defensive team, 
can tackle the man with the ball, it isno more 
than just that the offensive team have an 
equal chance of rushing the oval across the 
Wine after it has worked the ball within strik- 
ing distance of the goa! line. 


Quarter Backs Making Mistake. 

In a number of the games played, the quar- 
ter back, who generally directe the attack of 
the offensive eleven, has called for plays 
straight through the line. This is a grave 
mistake and thre coaches should impress the 
necessity of hitting on or off the tackle with 
a hard, driving back whenever the ball is in- 
aide of the opponents five yard line. The 
Policy of shifting a tackle and then sending 
@ play over him as soon as he isin position 
is one of the best signals to call in such a 
position, but such a procedure is not followed 
in the great number of cases. 

Biven the “ old timers,"’ men who were foot- 
ball stare in their days, are of the opinion 
that more ground now can be gained under 
the foar down rule with rushing tactics off 
the tackles than could have been gained 
wnder last year’s rulings. These men, who | 


played in the days of the fiving wedge and | 


mass plays, now believe that old style tactics 
Will be just as effective as they were in the 


olé days. 
Line Plays Being Used. 
The split interference playa, concentrated 


attacks off the tackles with a man shifted 
and an occasional end run simply for the sake 


of variation are the methods af attack which 


are being employed by the big teams upto 
date. From present indications these meth- 
ods are sure to be used in the more important 
cantests, in which few chances will be taken 
to gain ground by use of the forward pass or 
other plays in which the ball may have a 
chance of going into the hands of the oppos- 
ing elevens.
